Gang, 

We have a really unusual situation of a VERY quiet sun, yet repeating 
periods of minor to severe geomagnetic storming. This is the result of 
several coronal mass ejections (CME) in the past few days that have 
occured all by themselves ... that is, NOT associated with flares. But 
with or without flares, these CME's are smacking the earth with plenty 
of particles, high solar wind and changing magnetic field lines, all 


the ingredients to keep our magnetic field wiggling at various storm 
levels throughout the weekend. 


Plus, another large shockwave (>600 km/s) hit us a few hours ago, about 
1900Z, which may be triggering another geomagnetic storm RIGHT NOW. 


This does not mean the weekend will be a waste for HF. There will be 
periods of noisy, storm conditions, and fairly normal conditions between 
these events. The impossible part is predicting when these shockwaves 
will hit and when it will be quiet. So turn on your rigs and see for 
yourselves whether storming is in progress on 20M and below; 20M and 

above will not be much effected. In fact, the solar flux was 187 today 
and climbing for good propagation on the higher bands, and sufficient 

for 10M openings this weekend. 20M will be the "transition" band, in that 
it will see good propagation due to the higher solar flux, but may also 
experience the effects of the periodic geomagnetic storms. 


Hopefully a nice quiet hole will occur sunday for the CQC Gold Rush 
thingie ... a nice 2 hour sprint. 


If you want to know current band conditions prior to getting on the air, 
I recommend looking at: www.sec.noaa.gov/today.html 


Scroll down past the x-ray plots to the SATELLITE ENVIRONMENT PLOTS. 
The bottom chart is a graphical showing of the K-index. If the current 
bar is RED, we're in a geomagnetic storm; YELLOW is active, and GREEN 
is normal conditions. 


Pertinent excerpts of today's NOAA report follow with explanations.

> TO 11/2100Z: SOLAR ACTIVITY WAS LOW. FREQUENT C-CLASS FLARES 
> OCCURRED, WITH FIVE REGIONS PARTICIPATING. 


C-class flares are fairly small, hardly wiggling the x-ray monitors! 


> IB. SOLAR ACTIVITY FORECAST: SOLAR ACTIVITY IS EXPECTED TO BE LOW 
> TO MODERATE. 


> ITA. GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY SUMMARY 10/2100Z TO 11/2100Z: 

> THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD WAS AT UNSETTLED TO SEVERE STORM LEVELS. A 

> PROLONGED PERIOD OF STEADY SOUTHWARD IMF LASTING MORE THAN 24 HOURS 
> FUELED THE DISTURBANCE. THE BZ MAGNITUDE WAS NEARLY CONSTANT NEAR 10 
> NT. 


IMF = interplanetary magnetic field. Normally, the field lines flow 
from south to north, referenced to the Earth's N and S poles. But 

the IMF shifted southward, or AGAINST our field lines, causing a strong 
geomagnetic storm. 


10NT = 10 nano-tesla's, a measure of the IMF field strength, and kinda 
strong, and of course pointed southward. 


AT APPROXIMATELY 1800Z, A SHOCK PASSED ACE AND ENDED THE NEAR 
STEADY-STATE OF THE SOLAR WIND. THE SOLAR WIND SPEED AND DENSITY 
WERE QUITE AVERAGE PRIOR TO THE SHOCK, BUT ATTAINED VALUES NEAR 600 
KM/S, AND 10 P/CC AFTER.

The K-index is measured and reported every 3 hours. This shock passage 
has occured since the last K-index was reported (K=3), so the next K 
index, to be reported in about 30 minutes, may be much higher as a result 
of this shockwave arrival. That means another minor to major geomagnetic 
storm is just now starting! 


> THIS TRANSIENT MAY BE RELATED TO THE HALO CME OF 09 AUGUST. 


A SATELLITE PROTON EVENT AT GREATER THAN 10 MEV 

BEGAN AT 1650Z. THIS VERY SMALL EVENT REACHED A MAXIMUM OF 17 PFU AT 
1655Z AND ENDED AT 1740Z. A SMALL PCA OF APPROXIMATELY 2.0 DB 
OCCURRED AT THULE CONCURRENT WITH THE PROTON EVENT.

This is the proton event I reported as just starting in my noon post. 
Turns out, it didn't last long. Oddly, these protons were >10MeV, 
meaning they are "relativistic" or traveling nearly at the speed of 
light. At noon, I erroneously said they must be riding along with the 
solar wind, until I noticed later they were >10MeV. >10MeV protons and 
electrons are produced ONLY by large flares, NOT a CME. So where's the 
flare that caused this? (read on) 


> THE SOLAR SOURCE OF THE PARTICLES IS AS YET UNDETERMINED. 


This is why NOAA made the above statement, because such energetic protons 
are ONLY flare produced, but no big flares today. 


It is believed today's high proton event (though short lived) was due to 

a HUGE flare on the back side of the sun, probably near one of the poles, 
that allowed some of the protons to fly through the sun's magnetic field 

near the poles, where they are the weakest. If there *is*x another planet 
opposite the earth we never see (famous science fiction theory) 

IT JUST GOT FRIED! 


THE GOOD NEWS is this short duration proton event will have little effect 
on messing up conditions worse for our friends in Alaska-Canada. No PCA 


event is thus likely.

EXPECTED TO BE AT ACTIVE TO MINOR STORM LEVELS FOR THE NEXT THREE 
DAYS. EFFECTS FROM TODAY'S SHOCK, IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE 
PRE-EXISTING AND STILL CONTINUING SOUTHWARD IMF, SHOULD FURTHER 
EXTEND THE CURRENT DISTURBANCE. LOCAL NIGHTTIMES SHOULD SEE THE 
PERIODS OF THE STRONGEST ACTIVITY.

Impressive picture and a big bang to go along with it for sure. =20 


Looking very spectacular it is not as bad as it may seem at first,=20 
lightning does cause damage to aircraft and there is no way around=20 
it due to the nature of the enviroment the aicraft operate in.=20 


The most damage to an aircraft is usually done where the lightning=20 
enters and leaves the airframe, this is often not one point but can=20 
be many. As one can expect these points are the "pointy" ends like=20 
the wingtips, nose, tail, etc. but the airframe is usually metal=20 
(aluminium) and the components are well bonded electrically with=20 
resistance in the mOhm (milli Ohm) range and can handle a good deal 

of current since the aluminium is not a bad conductor. =20 


The aircraft acts as a Faraday cage and most of the current travels on=20 
the outside of the airframe ie. the skin. To prevent static buildup=20 

on the airframe, that affects lower frequency navigational equipment=20 
such as ADF (Automatic Direction Finder 200 kHz to 2000 kHz), there are=20 
numerous "statick whicks" on the trailing edges of the wings, tail and=20 
control surfaces. The static wicks often take a beating during a lightning 
strike as they act as some of the exit points. =20 


Due to the intense current and the magnetic field that goes along with=20 
it things can get magnetized causing compass errors and disrupt voltage 
regulation causing fluctuation that some of the equipment react to by=20 
freezing up and have to have the power cycled off and on to bring them=20 
back on line, some boxes do not always survive though. =20 


The older 747=B4s, that have the HF antennas in the trailing edge of the=20 
wingtips, have a lightning arrestor between the antenna coupler and the=20 
antenna itself as this is a common point of lightning entry and exit. =20 


As for the composite components of a modern aircraft there are metal strips 
embedded in them and bonded to the airframe. I have only scratched the 
surface of this topic, extensive studies have been done on this due to the 
safety factors involved.

> In Noll's book 73 Vertical, Beam and Triangle Antennas he shows a 40M 
> inverted vee with a director /reflector spaced about 20ft apart. The 
> director/reflector is a 61£t 8 in wire with 3ft 4 inch wires on each 
end that 

> can be added in for reflector ops or un attached for use as a 
director. 


I have an inverted vee antenna at the end of my house tacked on the trim 


strip just beneath the shingles. The feedline follows an existing mast 
down to the ground and through the wall into the cellar. The resulting 


antenna hugs the house and is reasonably stealthy. It might be possible 


to convert it to a stealth beam by stringing a length of wire along the 
roof parallel to the inverted vee but about 20 feet back from the roof 
edge. 


This should be simple to test. I will report back if I get time to try 
it.

Paul's reports are great information, and a big help in understanding what's 
causing the crazy band conditions we've been having. I'd also like to 
suggest that even during solar storms there can be interesting and exciting 
propagation. On more than one occasion I've heard unusual DX pop out of the 
noise for a few minutes during the height of a storm. In these unusual 
conditions you have to be in the right place at the right time, but if you 
are it can be very exciting. I still remember a solar storm a few cycles 
back when, on a very noisy and apparently dead 15 meters, I worked a JT ona 
short end fed wire and a then new Argonaut, SSB. 

Don't give up on a band just because it's noisy and apparently dead. You 
never know what will claw its way out of that noise.

There was a major Aurora last night visible in northern US. Seemed to 
peak about 3-4 AM CDT. Stations as far south as Lousiana were copying 
stations via aurora on two meters. I was able to work as far east as CT 
from here in MO. Not bad for low omnidirectional antenna. 


Not sure about 80 meters but I believe 160 meter propagation is 
sometimes affected positively by aurora. Results in dx coming in from 


unusual directions. 


Just goes to show that geomagnetic storm doesnt necessarily mean its 


time to shut off the rigs.
